time I write a letter— just for fun.” 
This quotation from the late Mayor 
Gaynor was indicative of his most 
striking characteristic. 
He was an 
indefatigable and irrepressible let­ 
ter writer and left behind him more 
letters that are worth reading than 
perhaps any other public man of the 
time. 
He wrote letters on religion, 
art, literature, humor and politics, 
and he wrote them to ‘‘the butcher, 
the baker and the candlestick m ak­ 
er,” as well as to aldermen and oili­ 
er officials. 
Always Apt - 
His. letters were always apt, some 
of them stinging but for the 
most 
part they were filled with kindly hu­ 
mor and quaint expressions. 
“ I appoint you a committee of one 
to stop them,” Mayor Gaynor wrote 
to one man who complained of boys 
playing baseball in th*1 street. 
To a man in the Flatiron build­ 
ing who complained against the Met­ 
ropolitan clock striking the quarter 
hours, the mayor wrote back that he 
calculated th ar the offending clock 
struck about 4bo times a day but 
that was no oftener than the ‘‘sour 
rilous 
newspapers 
and 
miserable 
scamps” annoyed him. 
‘ Of course the police cannot 
al­ 
low you to play on the street, 
but 
sometimes they can wink so hard 
with both eyes that they cannot see 
you, when you are doing no harm to 
passers-by, and the 
street 
is not 
crowded,” he wrote to four small 
boys who wrote asking permission to 
play ball in the street. 
‘ I feel ‘eompeld’ 
to compliment 
you in that respect, but what about 
the fata of Roosevelt when he tried 
it, or tried to make other people try 
it?” he wrote to Andrew Carnegie, 
when he received one of the steel 
man's simplified spelling letters.
